REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER,  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1910. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Emley. 

Gentlemen, 

Herewith  is  my  Annual  Report  on  your  District  for  the  year  1910.

Births. — The  number  of  these  was  forty-three,  seven  less  than  in  1909.  The  birth- 
rate was  29*2  per  thousand  of  population,  a fall  of  3’3  from  the  rate  of  the  preceding  ten 
years  average.  Twenty-two  were  males  and  twenty-one  females.  One  illegitimate  birth  was 
registered.  Three  children  died  at  ages  under  one  year.  Two  of  these  deaths  occurred  when 
the  infants  were  less  than  a week  old,  one  due  to  prematurity  of  birth  and  the  other  to  over- 
lying,  the  latter  being  the  subject  of  an  Inquest. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  registered  in  the  District  was  17,  and  there o-iP 
residents  ^deaths registered  irift  Public  Institutionfibeyond  the  District.  The  death-rate  was 
ii’Sb  and  the  nett  death-rate  was  i2’^ 

Strictly  speaking,  two  of  the  deaths  included  in  these  figures  do  not  properly  belong  to 
the  District,  as  they  were  cases  of  fatal  accident  occurring  to  residents  of  another  district.  As 
in  1909,  one  death  was  registered  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety  years.  Six  were  in  the  age 
period  of  65  and  upwards. 

Six  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  Circulatory  system,  and  six  to  those  of  the 
Respiratory  system.  One  of  these  was  caused  by  Tuberculosis  and  one  by  Whooping  Cough, 
a particularly  dangerous  affection  to  children  under  two  years  of  age.  The  Infantile  Mortality- 
rate  per  1000  births  registered  was  697. 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  Fever  was  the  only  notifiable  disease  which  came  under 
observation,  and  of  this  there  were  seven  cases,  three  in  one  family.  Five  households  were 
thus  affected.  The  cases  were  distributed  over  the  District.  One  case  occurred  in  April,  one 
in  May,  one  in  August,  and  four  (three  in  one  house)  in  November.  The  last  four  were 
removed  to  Hospital  as  was  one  of  the  earlier  cases,  giving  a total  of  five  removals.  One 
case  arose  at  a small  dairy,  but  prompt  removal  of  the  patient  and  removal  of  the  business 
for  a time  was  arranged  and  no  epidemic  occurred.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  was  no 
great  spread  of  the  affection. 

After  the  summer  holiday,  the  schools  were  visited  and  a search  instituted  for  any 
suspicious  conditions  amongst  the  scholars.  Your  Medical  Officer  had  the  assistance  of  one  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Assistants  and  all  the  children  were  inspected  and  thereafter 
some  of  the  absentees’  houses  visited  by  your  officer.  The  outbreak  in  November  seems  to 
have  been  due  to  a fresh  introduction  of  infection  into  the  District.  The  schools  were  again 
visited  twice  during  this  month  and  inquiries  made. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  widespread  zymotic  illness  occurred  in  contiguous 
Districts,  and  in  November  a considerable  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  arose  in  your 
District  in  consequence,  though  fortunately  Measles  did  not  get  much  hold. 

In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  and  of  “ Colds  ” amongst  the  young 
children  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  the  Infants’  School  a week  before  the  time  of  the 
Christmas  holidays. 

There  has  been  very  little  building  during  1910  ; towards  the  end  of  the  year  two 
cottages  were  in  course  of  construction.  There  is  a likelihood  of  more  activity  in  this  direction 
and  the  matter  has  occupied  considerable  attention  in  the  District  during  the  year.  Several 
sink-wastes  have  been  trapped  and  disconnected  and  closets  re-built.  The  privy  system  -is 
universal  and  scavenging  is  performed  by  contract,  an  avoidable  defect  in  the  system  being  a 
tendency  to  infrequency  of  removal. 

The  Cowsheds  in  the  District  are  being  improved  and  before  long  most  will  be  in  a 
satisfactory  structural  condition  if  the  present  rate  of  progress  is  maintained. 

My  remarks  in  the  last  Annual  Report  still  apply  as  regards  Inspection  of  Meat  and 
Food  Stuffs.  No  finding  of  Tuberculous  Carcases  has  been  reported. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good  and  the  condition  of  the  children 
good  except  for  the  epidemic  above  noted.
